In conclusion, let

T he garden is th en 
both profitable and 
an education in th e beautiful 
which 
ranks with music and painting. 
T h ere 
is n sort of gard en in g t h a t reduces the 
science to a debasing dru d g ery , and it 
is neither profitable nor uplifting. Again
